THE HAGUE, The Netherlands, 
(Pi—An extraordinary cabinet meet- 
ing was called late today to con- 
sider, some quarters said, reports 
that a large British fleet, carrying 
an expeditionary army, was steam- 
ing northward close to Dutch ter- 
ritorial waters, The government 
had ordered all military leaves can- 
celled. 

AID PROMISED 

LONDON, (W)—Great Britain and 
France advised Norway today that 
they are coming to her assistance 
immediately. 

The Allies advised Norway that 
in view of the German attack upon 
her they will send full aid to Nor- 
way and will fight the war in full 
association with her. 

NO RESISTANCE 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden (W)—Ger- 
many occupied Denmark without 
resistance today, invaded embattled 
Norway in a lightning offensive on 
the southern and western coasts and 
challenged the combined Allied na- 
val and aerial forces in the North 
Sea. 

An air battle between British and 
German planes was in progress off 
the Norwegian coast, the Stockholm 
radio announced, Reports 
broadcast that a sea battle already 
was in progress between German 
and British units. 

“PROTECTIVELY” 

BERLIN, (W)—Germany announc- 
ed today that Nazi armed forces 
had “protectively” occupied Danish 
territory after fighting in the Oslo 
zone and bombardment of Kristian 
sand and that the Nazi air force 
was guarding the Norwegian coast 
against any Allied challenge.

WASHINGTON, (lP—The State 
inegeecoeaee was alarmed today 
; Over the plight of some 3300 Amer- 
icans in Scandinavia as official U. 
S. advices from Oslo, Norway, re- 
ported German aerial activity over 
the capital city and the flight of 
thousands of residents. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
cut short an Atlantic City, N, J., va- 
cation and was due back in the cap- 
ital today. President Roosevelt, rest- 


ing at his Hyde Park, N. Y., home 
was expected here tonight. 

White House Secretary Stephen 
T. Early said he assumed state and 
justice department officials were 
preparing new neutrality proclama- 
tions, extending the ban on Ameri- 
can ship travel to Scandinavian wa- 
ters that now have become a the- 
atre of conflict between Norway and 
Germany. 

The state department’s first of- 
ficial information from Copenha- 
gen today confirmed that the Dan- 
ish capital was controlled by Ger- 
man soldiers. The dispatch added 
that the city was quiet.
